Auntie Mame Opens 
Wednesday Night 


Auntie Mame by Lawrence 
and Lee, based on Patrick 
Dennis’ best selling novel, is 
a compination of high and 
low comedy with sentimental 
overtones. The play physical: 
ly as well as artistically is a 
tremendous challenge for amy 
amateur group. Not only are 
there 23 scenes with 19 scene 
changes, but there are also 
more than 40 people in the 
cast. The costuming alone is 
a gigantic task. Nekda Halk tt 
as Auntie Mame, of course 
has the greatest number ol 
changes, approximately 15 for 
the entire show. 

Jim Hawkins with the cap- 
able assistance of Peggy Jean 
DuBose and others is clear- 
ing and building these costu- 
mes at the rate of two or 
three a day. 

The artistic challenge in 
the play is certainly as great 
as the physical. For a group 
of amateurs to achieve the 
mastery of technique required 
for maximum effectiveness in 
comic representation is indeed 
a great achievement. Great 
attention to detail in reading 
lines, gesturing, moving and 
pausing are prime requisites 
for reaching the greatly to be 
desired success in this field 
of theatre. 

In presenting Auntie Mame 
for our summer production 
we are attempting to keep in 
balance our total program in 
theatre at the collage. During 
the regular season our offer- 
ings are frequently in the na- 
ture of experimental works or

While most 
of the 354 plus students in 
the class will be entering the 
ninth grade, there are about 
i0 students in the class who 
are part of the accelerated 
students’ program of Sacra- 
mento. These students cov- 
ered seventh and eight grade 
arithmetic in one year and 
will be going into algebra in 
the eighth grade. 

Although there is no grade 
given for the course, students 
homework, to tx 
turned = in everyday and 
about two tests to determine 
how thev are doing. The 
homework and the tests are 
corrected and returned to the 
students to show them where 
they made their mistakes. 

This is the third year ol 
the program. It was originally 
started when Moredock felt 
that an institute for teachers 
should have an actual room 
where teachers could observe 
the teaching of  studentss 
About 38 teachers sit in the 
backroom observing the pro- 
cess. Parents are also invited 
to attend and any interested 
person is welcome. The class 
meets at 9:30 in room 111 of 
the Physics ‘building. 

The only tangible object the 
students receive is a letter 
from Moredock stating that 
they have attended the class. 
However, what they actually 
get from the class is something 
that cannot be pyt into a tan- 
gibky object — — a valuable 
insight into the world of math- 
ematics.
